Newsmen Injured 

.Moss protested “unneces- 
jt.*iry and violent inlcrfer- 
ence" with newsmen — 27 
of whom were injured — 
by Chicago police and 
Xational Guardsmen. .Morse 
and S<^mry pnitested alleged 
violations of the eiril rights 
of demonstrators, as weil as 
the attacks on newsmen. 
These attacks were charact- 
erizcrd as '*unpm%mked and 
bnitar by the AFL-CIO 
American -Newspaper Guild, 
which in a telegram to 
Daley asked the Alayor to 
fire Police Superintendent 
James B. Conlisk Jr. 

The Hrst major economic 
retaliation against Chicago 
was taken, in Boston by the 
American Sociological xVfso- 
ciatioD, which ordered its 
executive council and offi- 


cers to abandon plans to 
hold conventions in Chicago 
in im 1P72 and 1»76. In a 
resolution expressing “dis- 
gust and revuladon" over 
the diirtorbanccs in Chicago, 
the Association also moved 
to request other profession- 
al organizations to follow 
suit. 

Morley Segal, associate 
professor of government at 
.American University, said 
that next week, at the con- 
vention of the 15.00B-mera- 
ber .American PoUtical Sci- 
ence .Assoclatkm here, he 
will Introduce a resolution 
asking that In 1970 the 
gnjup meet elsewhere than 
Chicago, which at least ten- 
tativety is the convemion 
site. 

The Chicago Daily News 
said in an editorial that In 
a “security overkiU” .Mayor 
Daley had turned the city 
into such a “police stale 
that freedom of a?wembly 
and speech were ynuffed 
out." 

Limits of Power 

Chicago's American 
termed it “doubtful" that 
any other city would have 
clone better “in keeping the 
violence in limits," but de- 
clared, “The limits of police 
power and the effcciiveitcss 
of police discipline w'iU 
have to he settled and set- 
tled now." 

The Chicago Trilnme of- 
fered a lengthy editorial ex- 
planation of why stringent 
security was necessary, cit- 
ing the possibility that dem- 
onstrators arouse 

violence by Black Power 
groups." But, the Tribune 
said, “The city regrets that 
it was necess^ary to mobile 
the National Guard. Federal 
troops and many Federal 
agents to keep order during 
the Democratic C o n v c n- 
tion." ;"r ;
